in Harrodsburg, Aged 
92 Vears.

Thompson B. Oldham, of Bur- 
gin, Ky.. formerly of this city, 
died in Ilarrodsburu Saturday, 
aged y2 years, death being caused 
by general debility. 

Mr. Oldham was born in Madi- 
son ••nunty in 1819 and later mov- 
ed to this county where he livt'd 
until seven or eight years ago, 
when he removed to Burgin. He 
was a man of sterling quality and 
was well known and admired in 
this city wliere he had a host of 
friends who had learned to know 
him while engaged in business in 
this city, and to know siuli a man 
one could not iielp but admire and 
love him. Though the Angel has 
called one who has spent a long 
life of usefulness to cross tho 
ureal divide at a ripe old age, he i 
will be greatly missed and many! 
hearts will l)e niad<> sad; but his' 
blosi^cd ('.vaniiile will livo Mtiii, like 
the stars, will shine on forever. 

It was in 1866 that his wife pre- 
ceded him to the grave and liiis 
was the first doatli in thi' fiimily 
since that time. In VMi there 
was held a family reunion in 
I Ian >>ii>bury and for tho tirsi lime 
sincf .Mrs. Oldham's death all of 
the family were assembled to- 
gether.

Weeds have been prevented 

from appearing or have been 

enidicated in cornfields to a jrreat- 
er extent than during any season 
for many years. Dry weather 
ensued shortly after the seed ser- 

minated, and in some i)arts per- 
sisted until within the past few 
weeks. Cultivatipn has coiise- 
quentl.v been anusually resultful 

in its relation to weed control. 

Cornlields arc rcmrtricably clean, 
and where they have not been 
ridfted the soil will tenopt its 
pro|);inition for whe<it and rye in 
tlie fall. In some re^'ions the 
seeding of the land to alfalfa in 
Standing corn, which is later to be 
siloed or shockeJ, will be a wise 
practice. And there remains time 
eiiuuiih fur such furuxe crup» as 
rape, the sorghums, some .of the 
millets and the early varieties of 
cowpeas to produce tons of valu- 
able feed before plant ji^rowth 
ceases late in the fall. In v'levf of 
the shortage of hay and pasture, 
stock-farmers should seed a con 
siderable individual acreaue of 
their cornfields to some of these 
emergency crops. For early win- 
ter and sprinj; ^rrazinir rye is a do- 
])'>nil;il)Ie standby in practically 
every airrieultural state. Stock- 
farmers can always make proflt- 
a 'le use of rye as a pasture.

The fight agains( drouth must 
not stop with hie corn. Dry 

weather now means a decrease in 
the liberation of plant food m the 
soil as well as a shortage of mois- 
ture for the fall sown wheat, grass 
and alfalfa. Success in withstand- 
ing the winter, and bijj crops next 
summer, depend largely ui>on a 
strong start the coming fall. 
Karly stirrinir of the land after 
harvest is essential to the best 
preparation for fall-sown crops. 
Plowing is slow and the last of the 
land to be turned loses its moist- 
ure through drouth or weeds. It 
probably pays best to disc all the 
land before startieg to plow, thus 
killing weeds and covering the 
fields with a protective mulch of 
loose soil. This not only con- 
serves moisturf, but it keeps the 
ground from getting hard. Ac- 
cordingly the plow runs easily, 
holds its edge well and turns up 
moist omIIow soil where there 
might have been an inhospitable 
mixture of weeds and clods. It is 
important to have the ground set- 
tle well after it is plowed so that 
there is a vood connection with 
the bottom of the furrow before a 
crop is sown. When the land has 
been disced ahead of the plow the 
loose surface soil lilU the crevices 
in ihe plowed iiround and makes 
the best kind of a foundation for 
a seed-bed. It takes no longer to 
disc a field ahead of the plow than 
to smash clods after it. Crackiny 
clods is a thankless task, but early 
discing brings positive beiietits.
